We say that our community has never 
thought out its problems. But it did so in the old Victorian 
And.it found what it believed to be the solution in the 
blessed word <Anglicisation.” Once the great foreign commu- 
nity were Anglicised, it thought, all our troubles would melt like 
snow in the spring sun.

But to-day when weare so much more 
Angl cised—an English-born generation, reared in this land-— 
fresh troubles have come in the train of this transformation, 
without evoking any new method of salvation. 
assimilation is the spec fic. Bat how assimilation ? 
Where, if anywhere, is the process to end? The answer given 
is that the Jew should be as English as the English aré, in all 
save religion, and then everything would be well. But we have 
seen this sovereign specilic in action, and who will say that its 
operation has been always a success, that it has always given 
us the ideal type of Jew, or even that it has saved us from 
external assault ? 

The truth is that, on this question of assimilation, our views 
are blurred and we holi no clear convictions. Similarly, we 
know not whether we wish to be democratically governed, or 
ruled on the old patriarchal lines. And all the time we cry 
aloud for unity, though our cries merely evoke the mocking 
answers of the Kist End youth in revolt against a leadership 
which they regard as an oligarchy of wealth, preaching a religion 
which it does not practise. And so we go on drifting and inter- 
marrying, wh le the enemy is at the gate. Every nation has 
a policy—an object for which it is striving. For Italy, 
Germany, Japan, it isa policy of world-power, ruthlessly pursued, 


Some say that 
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For Russia, it is the establishment of a new social order, 
equally sternly to be consolidated. For this country it is the 
preservation of a splendid empire, with the aid of justice, 
liberty, and peace, But our community, if it were asked for its 
guiding purpose, could only reply that it wished to continue 
intact as a distinct religious and racial community in a great 
non-Jewish milicu. But how, it could not answer.

Some dramatists in this country, no doubt, take their 
work more seriously. Galsworthy, with his play “~ Loyalties,” comes 
And no one has trounced the conception of the 
rollicking, light-hearted, easy-going Irishman with his shillelagh 
more effectively than Bernard Shaw—in his “Jolin Bull's Other 
Island,’ if l remember aright,

iik Jew, however, is, of course, easily the leading victim of all 
these hallucinations, even among the people of this country—a 
kindly people, as Earl Baldwin r. cently and truly characterised them. 
It is stillsuppo ed by some among them that the language spoken 
by Jews here is Hebrew—until comparatively r.cently an important 
London hotel used to announce, in Hebrew characters, on its wall, 
that it catered for various. Jewish functions (a sure way of conceal 
ing the fact from the majority of Jewish passers-by!). There isa 
rooted idea in this country, again, that every Jew is miraculously 
if not flendishly clever. The existence of so many sc/i/emicls among 
Jews, as evidenced by the numerous stories about them, Is never 
suspected and would not be credited. “Theres one thing I do 
admire about Jews,’ I overheard a man saying the other day, 
“they do stand by one another!" Is that so invariably the ca-e as 
this individual seemed to suppose? I rocall the observation to me 
of another individual: “ What surprises. me,’ he said, re’erring to 
the wholesale discharges that had justtaten place in a big firm 
controlled by Jews, “is that nearly all:the members~of the staff 
who were dismissed were Jews.

LIEN there is the assumption that every Jew is a born and 
successful business-mau—an assumption curiously inconsistent 
with the facts here and abroad. The Jewish Luftmensch of Galicia, 
as [think Nordau called him, is not exactly a model of business 
acumen, neither can the Jewish bankrupts be, of whoin Jew-batters 
lever tire of prating. And as for the supposed avarice of the Jew, 
who is usually bracketed in that respec with the Scot, it ts. of 
course, contradicted by all the known and indeed unknown f cts 
of Jewish generosity extended opven-handedly alike to Gentile and 
coreligionist. “The poster which showed a Jew and a Scot still camp- 
ing side by side, weary and baggird, «at diwn, at the entrance to a 
theatre where “ Tous of Money’ was being played, may bave been 
good and amusing advertisement, but as a representation of racial 


character it was less convincing. 


S° fav as Englishmon are concerned, these misunderstandings 

may not, of course, generate very much mischief, regrettable 
though they are. The Jew may bea bitofanenigma, but not more so 
than the “foreigners " who, some Englishmen seem to believe, always 
speak terribly fast and are deaf or stupid because they do not grasp 
the meaning of the Euglish words frantically shouted at them. 
Abroad, however, misunderstanding or wilful travesty of the Jewish 
character is, ns ny readers are only too painfully aware,a much more 
serious thing. In this country the word alien has acertain unpleasant 
ring ('I am so glad our Prince is not going to marry some nasty 
alien,” [heard an English lady say a few years ago). But it bas not 
the sinister connotation suggested by the ~ Chinese foreign devil.” 
Personally, however, Lam inclined to doubt all generalisations as to 
supposed national chatacteristics. Burke's famous warning that you 
cannot indict a whole nation may be sound doctrine, after all. And to 
its rejection by modern men may be traced perhaps no small part of 
the troubles that afflict us all, and especially Jews. Our own 
people, in particular, should be wary of identifying the whole of the 
German nation with the Jew-oppression of the Hitler regime, even 
though the Nazi leaders slander the whole Jewish people. 


()* E word more. Not every one bas the excuse that he lives on 

an is!land. Many Continental peoples are neighbours with 
frequent opportunities of contact. That they should, nevertheless, 
be sworn and armed enemies remains, therefore, «u disconcerting 
fact for psychologists and historians to ponder, One thing, how 
ever, can be said. If inter-racial distrust is aggravated by ignorance, 
the Press and the schoo!s have a parimount duty to dissipate it, 
though a duty which they have not fully discharged, even if they 
have not run directly counter to it. Perhaps the world will never 
ba a better place to live in till the Jewish teaching about the 
stranger in our midst and the Rosh Hashana Prayer for unity come 
to be generally accepted. Somehow, it always comes back to that! 
Meanwhile, let us persevere might and main in this country in the 
task of exp'aining the Jew to his fellow-citizen. That duty at least 
we must continue to discharge, in justice alike to non-Jews and 
ourselves.

S° fav as Englishmen are concerned, 
may not, of course, generate very much mischief, regrettable 
though they are. The Jew may bea bit of an enigma, but not more so 


these misunderstandings 


than the “foreigners "' who, some Englishmen seem to believe, always 
speak terribly fast and are deaf or stupid because they do not grasp 
the meaning of the English words frantically shouted at them. 
Abroad, however, misunderstanding or wilful travesty of the Jewish 
character is, ns ny readers are only too painfully aware,a much more 
serious thing. In this country the word alien has acertain unpleasant 
ring (' l am so glad our Prince is not going to marry some nasty 
alien,” [heard an English lady say a few years ago). But it bas not 
the sinister connotation suggested by the “ Chinese foreign devil.’ 
Personally, however, Lam inclined to doubt all generalisations as to 
supposed national characteristics. Burke's famous warning that you 
canuot indict a whole nation may be sound doctrine, after all. And to 
its rejection by modern men may be traced perhaps no small part of 
the troubles that afflict us all, and especially Jews. Our own 
people, in particular, should be wary of identifying the whole of the 
German nation with the Jew-oppression of the Hitler regime, even 
though the Nazi leaders slander the whole Jewish people. 


NE word more. Not every one has the excuse that he lives on 
aun island. Many Continental peoples are neighbours with 
frequent opportunities of contact. That they should, nevertheless, 
be sworn and armed enemies remains, therefore, a disconcerting 
fact for psychologists and historians to ponder. One thing, how 
ever, can be said. If inter-racial distrust is aggravated by ignorance, 
the Press and the schools have a parimount duty to dissipate it, 
though a duty which they have not fully discharged, even if they 
have not run directly counter to it. Perhaps the world will never 
ba a better place to live in till the Jewish teaching about the 
stranger in our midst and the Rosh Hashana Prayer for unity come 
to be generally accepted. Somehow, it always comes back to that! 
Meanwhile, let us persevere might and main in this country in the 
task of exp'aining the Jew to his fellow-citizen. That duty at least 
we must continue to discharge, in justice alike to non-Jews and 
ourselves.

‘These men, who for so many 
years resisted all efforts by Jabotinsky and Grossman and others to 
establish the principle that Zionism aimed at a Jewish State com. 
prising Pilestine on both sides of the Jordan, now sud lenls accept 
the principle when it is intended to be applied to only a smal 
fraction of one side of the Jordan. Surely they know that, unde: 
the Maudate, with all its difficulties aud shortcomings. even with 
the legal restrictions governing the acquisition of land. we are able 
to acquire a far greater area of land than that now offered or eve: 
tiat comprised -in the suggested counter proposals of the Jewish 
Agency. ‘They must surely know that contracts have been made fo: 
the purchase of hundreds of thousands of dunams in the Negev 
which is now being denied to us, and they must kaoow that some of 
these contracts have been made with Atab political leaders, some 
of them influential members of the Multi’s family. . Contracts were 
béing made for the sale of land near Jaffa and elsewhere iu 
Palestine by Arab leaders even during the disturbances and the 
sittings in Palestine of the Royal Commission. 


Short-Sighted Zionist Leaders 


Partition and the creation within a few years of a Jewish State 
spells disaster for the Lishuv and untold danger for Jewry outside 
Palestine. Our leaders apparently cannot look forward to a period 
beyond twenty or perhaps fifty years from now, They cannot offer 
any practical remedy for the difficulties which must arise when the 
little Jewish State has been settled to suffocation poiut. Ina 
countries where anti-Semitism will be rampant, Jews will be told to 
go to their own country, and’it will be no excuse that there is no 
room for them, for we should have foreseen that fact when agreeing 
to accept the pocket State. Il always uuderstood Zionism to aim at 
something more than the recreation of a Jewish national status: as 


being a movement for the relief, if not the solution, of the world 


Jewish problem. Consent to Partition, and. the creation of this 


little State, can only serve to intensify that problem. 
And what will become of the Jewish State? No country can. be

entirely independent, and Palestine, even without Partition, is not 
aud caunot become. self-supporting. No one can hone.tly say that 
we are ready and able to govern, for we are not yet ready to be 
governed by our own peopte! It is hardly necessary to go into 
ull the complications which would come upon the comparatively 
speedy establishment of a Jewish State. It is doubtful whether the 
heavy financial investments now being made by English and other 
non-Jewish investors would continue. They would certainly have 
to be assured of security, and presumably there would be introduced 
a new system of capitulations and mixed Courts. We should have 
to establish our own currency, and probably start with nothing, as 
the reserve of the Palestine Currency Board would undoubtedly be 
given in full to the Arabs. Aud we should of course establish the 
world’s most efficient army and navy and air force: 


The Reasonable Alternative 

What is the alternative? The most reasovable seem:, from the 
teport of the Royal Commission, to be the continuation of the 
Mandate with a firmer ard less anti.Jewish administration in 
Palestine. The administration should be combed of those officials 
who are hostile to tie Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. Asa 
resident of Palestine for over sixteen years, | know that there are 
many such officials. And no new official should be appointed unless 
he understood and sympathised with Government policy as expressed 
in the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. Palestine is not an 
ordinary Crown Colony, and there should be some rigid distinction 
made when appointing officials to the local administration. Even 
now itis authoritatively rumoured that the next Iligh Commissioner 
is to be a Colonial Office official at present holding a high position 
in Iraq who is known to be anti-Zionist, if not, indeed, anti-Jewish, 
in his views. Surely this sort of thing can be prevented. 

With the continuation of the Mandate, which appears to be the only 
reasonable immediate solution, we must realise thatour peace and pro- 
gress in Palestine can only be assured by coming properly and honestly 
to grips with the Arab question, a matter in which we have hitherto 
failed and for which we are in no little measure ourselves to blame. 
‘The Zionist Executive and the Jewish Agency bave during all these 
years done little more than pass pious resolutions testifying to their 
nim and desire to live in amity with the Arabs. After all, whether 
they will remain the majority or not; the Arabs are, and will 
continue to be, a large and most important section of the population. 
In creating and developing Tel-Aviv and the colonies we have 
upparently systematically estranged the Arabs. Although he was 
attacked because we did not relish his views, Professor Norman 
Bentwich was right in the essence of his recent observations to the 
Zionist Federation of Great Britain. The Arab and the Jew must 
live together. They must not be separated in the clear-cut manner in 
which Jaffa and Tel-Aviv are divided. Jews must be emploved by 
Arabs, and Arabs must be employed by Jews. Arabs should be taken 
into as many Jewish industrial and other enterpris s as possible. 
There must be established a common desire for progress. And it is 
possible. 

To know whether the Arabs want it and are ready for it, one 
must not consult the Arab Higher Committee, who represent no 
one but themselves and their very extensive families. It is the 
Arab man-in-the-street who should be asked, and he will tell you. as 
many of them have told me of recent months, that he is anxious 
for it. One leading Arab politician stated but a few weeks ago in 
my presence that the road to peace lies iu dealing properly with the 
Mufti and putting the Waqf funds on a proper basis. Terrorism 
will then cease, and Government will find that “the Arab problem” 
is not such a serious one and there will be no necessity fcr inter- 
vention by neighbouring Arab ru'ers. He dare not sav this 
publicly; otherwise he wou!d suffer early death at the hands of the 
terrorists and their money-lined supporters: Those who live and 
work in Palestine, side by side with Arab business-men. know that, 
with the power taken from a tiny mischevious section and with a 
firm and sympathetic administration, Jew and Arab can live 
peacefully together and the obligations of the Balfour Declaration 
and the Mandate can ‘be faithfully discharged without bloodshed 
and unhappiness.

Already the accommodation 
is inadequate, and it is urgently desired to extend both school and 
hostel so that a larger number may receive the benetits of the traimng.

PALESTINE SOCIETY'S SPLENDID WORK

Palestine itself. By 
1936, the work was 
| going with a will, and 
hundreds of cripples have been treated. This year, up to the end 
of April, no fewer than 755 crippled children received treatment, 
cleven serious operations being dealt with. The Society undertakes 
three types of assistance: medical, social, and psychological. 

Dr. Keller, who acts as head of the Medical Department, was born 
in 1877 in Cracow, and has occupied medical posts in leading New 
York hospitals. During the War, be served as Head of the Ortho. 
pxdic Department of the Palestine Medical Unit. Jewish affairs 
have always held a strong interest for him. He was one of. the 
organisers of the Mizrachi Movement in London in 1918, and bas 
acted as President of the Hebrew Speaking Medical Association ard 
of the Jewish Academy of Arts and Sciences. The President of the 
Society is Mr. Chaim Margolith, and the Vice-President is Mr. Auster, 
Acting Mayor of Jerusalem.

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The Black and White Jews of Cochin 
A Link with Biblical History 


Descendants of an Ancient Community 


By HENRY BAERLEIN 

One of the most puzzling mysteries of India is the presence in the 
native State of Cochin of two small communities, the Black and the 
White Jews. The Black ones—in colour they are indistinguishable 
from the Indians who surround them—number about 1,509, while 
the White Jews, who are as pa'e as the average European, have 
dwindled to seventy or eighty persons. In a few years, they say 
themselves, they will bave vanished, for the White Jews of Bombay 
and Caleutta are too far away and thus they are compelled to marry, 
as if they were stranded islanders, those who are already related to 
them. ‘They have always declined to intermarry with the Black 
Jews. 

Apparently the Black Jews first settled on the coast of Malabar 
when the vessels of King Solomon came out for various commodities 
which he desired and which were not indigenous to Palestine, 
Cinnamon and cassia, ivory and apes and peacocks were among the 
chief articles of export. It is interesting to note that there is a 
striking similarity between the Hebrew and the old Tamil words for 
apes aud peacocks. 

It was in this language, too, that certain copper tablets throwing 
light on the question were engraved. (Opinion among: experts 
seeins to differ on the date of these tablets, one authority putting it 
as early as the fourth century of the common era, and others, for 


palmographical reasons, placing it about the year 750 ck.) The 
inscription on the tablets reads “Hlail and prosperity! The 


following gift was graciously made by him. who had assumed 
the tit'e of King of Kings, lis Majesty the King Sri Parkaran Iravi 
Varmar, whose ancestors have wielded the sceptre for many hundred 
thousand years. In the 36th year of his reign, on the day in which 
he dwelt at Muyiricote, be was pleased to make to Joseph Ribban 
the following gifts, namely the village of Anjuvannam (some 
twelve miles north of Cochin), the lamp of the day, a cloth spread 
before him to walk. upon, a palanqguin, a parasol, a Telagu dram, a 
trumpet, a gateway, a garland, decoration with festoons and so 
forth. We have granted him the land-tax and the weight-tax ; 
moreover we have sanctioned with these copper tablets that he is 
not required to pay the dues which the inhabitants of the other 
cities pay to the royal palace, and that he may enjoy the benefits 
which they enjoy. To Joseph Rabban, the Prince of Anjuvannom, 
and to his descendants, so long as the world and the moon exisf, all 
these things shall belong. Hail.” 

Tradition has it—unfortunately. the written records have either 
been lost or else destroved by the Portuguese, who as soon as they 
arrived, early in the sixteenth century, began to oppress the Jews— 
that the seed of Joseph Ribban endured for ten generations and was 
succeeded by the llouse of Hazor. This House, the most prominent

Jewish family of the period, was rent in twain when one member of 
it assassinated his brother. Now for the first time we heax of the 
White Jews, for in the ensuing conflicts they and the Black Jews 
took opposite sides. This caused the Black Jews to consider them- 
selves the social equals of the Whites, and when the latter declined 
to acknowledge this the Black ones rose up and slew many of their 
coreligionists. It was decided by the Maharajah that they should 
be punished; and he asked the Whites to plant in front of all the 
dwellings of the Black Jews a black flag, so that his soldiers, coming 
unawares in the night, could kill the occupants. However, the 
Black Jews got wind of the plot, and rearranged the flags, and it

These alleged events have now become matters of historica) 
interest, and the two communities of Black and White Jews are oy 
good terms, although there are certain matters on which they «:))) 

The Whites assert that their ancestors in {he 
slave-owning days secured Jarge numbers of Indians and conver‘ «( 
them to Judaism, and they declare that there is a great dea! of 
Indian blood in the Black Jews. The latter deny this, and exp!yin 
that their darkness is due to their long residence under the Indian 
sun, while many of their progenitors came from Egypt and Yemen 
where the population is dark-skinned. They have their separate 
cemeteries and Synagogues.

A small enclave on the Cochin coast, just over a square mile in 
extent, belongs to British India. Here the Portuguese resided for 160 
years; they were followed by the Dutch (who were much more tolerant 
towards the Jews), and when their regime had lasted for 182 vears 
they were succeeded, in 1795, by the British. It was in 180s that 
Colonel Macaulay, the first British Resident in those parts, was 
attacked simultaneously by the Mabarajah of Cochin aud the neigh- 
bouring Maharajah of Travancore, Macau'ay, whose guard consisted 


merely of 25 Sepoys, sought refuge in the house of a Cochin Jew 
named Naphtali Rotienbers. In commenioration of this. nat 
gave to the Synagogue three silver lamps and a gold and silver case 
for the Seroll of the Law. On the day of the presentation a grea 
feast was held and all Naphtali's property was made free of tax. The

Jewry’s Economic Transformation 


Appeal at “Ort” World Congress 


The claim that Jewish public Opinion was too pre-occupied with 
anti-Semitism, and that more attention must be paid to transforming 
Jew ry's economic structure, was put forward by Dr. Syngalowski, 
Vice-President of the “ Ort.” the Society for the promotion of handt 
crafts and agriculture among Jews, iu a striking speech delivered at 
the fourth World Congress of the Ort held in Paris last week. 

rhe atmosphere of aggressive nationalism in which anti-Sem/!ism 
thrived could not last, Dr. Syngalowski said. What the Jews 
needed, hé said, was a realistic treatment of Jewish economic 
problems. It was hecessary to alter the one-sided character of 
Jewry's economic structure and to adapt it to that of its nou-Je isl 
counterpart by developing its industrial, agricultural, and artisaa 
sides.

First Steps in Self-Deception 
Morbid ana preyudice CA PTeSs 
selves in the desire to impress others the superiority of one’s 
own nation, race, or class, as the case brah be, its “ chosenness,” so 
to speak. This ts a device to which, in-particular, the weaker peoples 
resort. In all times the leaders of any discouraged group have fostered 
this behef in electness. One sees it ahke among the Jews in exile. 
the Greeks when menaced by the Persians; in the case of the 
subjugated Poles, no less than the Italians of the Risorgimento, or the 
proletarian classes. The train of argument is invariably the same: 
eertain characteristics are alleged to oecur 10 a wide degree Amongst 
ther own people. These are represented as being good, absolutely 
perfect and exemplary, being indicative of the highest cultural attaiin- 
ment. And then, working back to! the prevalence among the people 
of these same characteristics, they will be held to demonstrate the 
nobility of the people. And once this first “logical” cirele has been 
established, there immediately arises a second, corroborating the 
iormer: wherever these characteristics are found in other nations or 
races, they are taken as evidence of the influence, direct or indirect, of 
this “ chosen” group. This serves as additional proof of the superiority 
of the people in question. ; 

Side by side with these deductions one must note’ the tendency, 
in comparing one’s own Lroup with an alen one, to place the 
meritorious Characteristics of one’s group over against the inferior ones 
of the other. If one considers the criminals and degenerates of one 
group and the flower of the manhood of the other, one is all the more 
sure of placing beyond any question the elect character of one’s own 
people. 

This train of “reasoning” is so obviously a series of specious 
arguments that one cannot explain its influence on purely logical, 
rational grounds. 

And even less will the social and economic arguinents hold water : 
take for example the accusation of nepotism, by which members 
of Jewish circles are said to help each other to appointments and to 
power. This reproach might be levelled equally against all groups, 
great or small, with any social influence. The fact that it is the Jews 
or whom attention in this respect is focused is explained by the 
less obviously recognisable nature of members of the other groups. 
In addition to which the Jews may claim an extenuating circumstance 
not applicable to others, namely that centuries of persecution have 
foreed upon them the necessity of adopting measures of mutual 
defence. The nepotism to which the Jews of Germany unquestionably 
were prone—and that, too, far beyond justifiable limits—is only a 
tenuous pretext for the anti-Semitism prevailing in that country. It 
could be taken seriously only if nepotism did not play so important a 
part in the National Socialist Party itself.

a great step forward: but the unfortunate circumstance was that there 
arose out of this the doctrine that all men should be equally esteemed 
and equally loved. And thus the soul was deprived of its vitally 
necessary opportunities of differentiating in judgment and exercising 
preference. 

But if one wishes to avoid the more primitive, cruder forms of 
discrimination, they must be replaced by more exalted, more spiritual, 
more worthy criteria. The tendency to classy according to race, 
nation, social status, etc., can never be corrected by a mere demal of 
the existence of any differences between men, thus inevitably 
reaching a dead level of evaluation. Such equality ts in direct contra- 
diction to the very nature of the soul, and to the laws of life itself. If, 
in spite of such considerations, one persists in this course, there will 
be a regression to the older, cruder forms of discrimination according 
to race, class, nation, ete. Thus it turns out that this doctrine olf 
the equality of men only serves to bolster tip the oldet POuUp- tree rahity 
which it was really designed to supersede. ie 


Differences in Equality 

Ail men are, of course, significant for the evolution of the community } 
and each, by his very nature, is irreplaceable. But they differ 
largely as to disposition, to intellectual goodness and 
helpfulness, kindness and imagination, will and insight. Consequently 
each has to play a different role in the process of the pertection of 
humanity. None may be overlooked: each must be helped according 
to lus needs.

It is just here that one must look for the explanation as to why. 
alter almost two thousand years of earnest effort, the doctrine of 
universal, brotherly love among men has still been unable to eradicate 
vroup hatred, pride of caste and race, or 
nationalism. It also accounts for the prowe rlessness of humanitarianism 
and Christiamty in the face of anti-Semitism 

In the place of an undiscriminating love which is blind to all 
differences, there must come one which, while embracing all, can yet 
discriminate between different grades of spiritual development. In the 
light of it, men will learn to consider in the first place the inne digmity 
of a man or group and to adjust the measure of their devotion and 
assistance accordingly.

The London Area Council held a meeting at Victoria Park Square 
Bethnal Green, on Thursday of last week. It was very well attended, 
the audience being composed almost entirely of non-Jews and local 
Blackshirts.

WHAT THE YOUNGSTERS WR:iTE HOME 
By DR. MARGARET JACOBSON 


When I asked Miss Razovsky, Director of the German-Jewish 
Children’s Aid in the U.S.A., whether the Jewish children trom 
Germany were, on the whole, satisfied with their new hfe in America, 
she replied: “Let me answer your question by recounting a single 
experience typical of many others. A Jewish official, who had lost lis 
position in a German small town, with great difficulty obtained consent 
for his twelve-year-old daughter to attend the local high school. But 
time and again the girl developed a headache or a toothache or a 
sore throat in the morning and could not go to school. After a time 
the headmaster inquired of the parents why she was continually absent 
from school without proper excuse. Called to account by her father, 
the girl eventually confessed that for months she had been treated 
as an outcast, every other child refusing to speak to her. Subsequently 
she was able to go to America, Now she is the picture of happiness 
and declares that she feels as though she were in paradise.’ 

The German-Jewish Children’s Aid has taken close upon 300 children 
from Germany and placed them with American-Jewish fannhes, Social 
workers keep in regular touch with the children. The _ religious 
upbringing that the child had in its German home ts taken into careful 
account, and in cases where a cluld trom a‘strictly Orthodox German 
home has a chance to be placed in a Liberal Jewish family, the parents 
are first cabled to for their consent. 


Religious Difficulties 

It is only natural that rehgious conflicts should anse. One boy 
wrote as follows to his family in Germany : } 

** Now, I have an unportant request to make of you, dear Mamma. 
Everybody here says that it not possible to be successful if one 
remains Orthodox. For that reason, even people who have been 
strictly Orthodox in Europe—-and I have spoken to at least half-a- 
dozen of them—have changed. I would like to know uf I may do the 
same so that I miay have a chance to send for you later on. 
Expecting your answer, I am, your loving son,-—Heinz.”’ 

A letter of a fifteen year-old plulosopher, who also came trom an 
(Orthodox home, is distinguished from other letters because otf tts 
critical tone: 

‘* Dear parents,—-Now I have been here for two months I can tell 
you how I hke it. Many German children whom I know are verv 
much disappointed. They came here with too many illusions. But 
1 did not expect much from the beginning. ... It is ever so much 
more pleasant here than m Berlin, and as to my education, it will 
certainly be for the best. Whether my Jewishness will be stimulated 
I cannot foretell. And yet, the more I acclimatise myself the more 
I feel that Dll never be so much at home that I'd feel sorry to leave. 
1 consider my hfe here only a spring-board. To become assimilated 
one nvist be a businessman. Life here does not particularly attract 
a person able to think (and I consider myself able to do so), who 
eomes from the background that I can. claim. On Shabbas it was 
a° *a wondertul at Professor F ’s. On Fnday nicht I had felt 
pretty miserable.’ 


Golden Hopes 

It is true that many children come over with illusions—extravagant 
hupes that cannot be fulfilled. Many expected to be placed in 
millionaires’ houses. But despite these illusions most of them are 
satished. A boy of fourteen wrote to his father in Germany that he 
would rather commut suicide than return. “ Here in America I have a 
chance and can learn a lot. I can attend high school for nothing. 
Dont be afraid! I don’t show my letters to my lady.” My lady! 
Other children get used at once to look upon the good people who 
opened their homes to them as “ parents.” 

‘* Most of the mch people are stingy,’’ an apparently experienced 
boy wrote home, ** but my ‘ parents ’ are not. Aunt Lena said that 
l vould get a new white shirt. I showed her my shirts. and though I 
have a new one and a good used one, she bought me still another. 
My * parents’ will celebrate their anniversary on February 11th. 
A million kisses from your ever faithful and good—Thomas.’” 

These children who describe their American foster-parents or their 
new homes so enthusiastically in their letters to their parents in 
Germany of course have no idea that their glowing descriptions could 
arouse pangs in the hearts of their real parents. Children are such 
realists. Thus we read in another letter : | 

‘* We drove to my new ‘ parents.’ At first the gentleman weleomed 
me with a * happy to see you.’ And then the lady kissed me. It was 
all exact!y the way I had hoped. They are so nice and dear to me 
you wouldn’t believe it. All that I ask, I get. I already have new 
knickerbockers and maybe I'll get a pair of roller-skates, because 
every boy has at least roller-skates. At half-past seven in the 
morning I get up with my brother, I call the people Uncle and Aunt. 
Then Howard, my brother, leaves for sc’ ool.’’

Experiences of an American Traveller

The position of Jewry in the Far Fast and the rapid growth of 
Zionism among the Jewish youth were described to me recently 
in the course of a conversation I had with Mr. Shmuel ben-Ari. He 
ma young Ameriean business man who, during three years residence 
in the Far East, organised the All- 
Japan United Palestine Appeal, 
was the Japanese representative of 
Keren Tel-Hai, and subsequently 
a leading officer in the Chinese 
Brith Trumpeldor. Mr. ben-An, 
who is a great admirer of Mr. 
Viadimir Jabotinsky, told me that 
while, in his expenence, he found 
that Zionists in England generally 
were Revisionist in sentiment, they 
were afraid of the Revisionist label. 
Throughout the Far East, the 
Revisionists were the strongest 
party in Zionism, and all the 
Ziomst youth, without exception, 
were Betamm, members of the 
Brith Trumpeldor.

Most of them are 
nationals of other countries and are there only temporarily. The 
majority of Jews in Tokio and Yokohama are professional men, 
teachers, musicians, ete., and they include refugees from Germany and 
other Central European countnes. In Kobe and Osaka there are 
mostly Sefardi Jews from the Near East engaged in the export trade. 
“In China and Manchukuo, however, the position is much different. 
There 1s a small upper stratum of about a thousand wealthier Jews, 
mostly from. Baghdad and India. who hve under British protection, 
mainly in Hong-Kong and Shanghai. There are also several thousand 
Jews of foreign nationality, many Russian émigrés. The majority 
are petty traders who enjoy no protection whatever. The younge! 
clement makes a small living as best it can, and it is from these ranks 
that Betar gets most of its recruits. It is harder to-day lor a young 
Jew to obtain employment in China than it was three years ago. 
The consensus of oprmon throughout China appears to be that within 
ten years there will be no place for the white man in the Chinese 
econonmue scheme ot things, but whereas the wealthier Jews and those 
who have foreign passports will be able’ to leave at their own con- 
venience, 50 per cent, of the Jews in China and Manchukuo will find 
themselves ‘between the devil and the deep blue sea.’ ” 


Palestine the Only Hope 


Mr. ben-Ari gave me an illustration of the difficulties experienced by 
these Jews in the Far East. “I personally spent two weeks,” he 
said, * trying to get a visa out of China for one of these young Staaten-. 

They are being rapidly squeezed 
out, and numbers: of them have already gone to Soviet Russia. 
However, those Jews who a » still loyal to Judaism and Jewish aspira- 
tions look towards Palestine as their only hope.

A HISTORY OF THE ARABS 
CONNECTIONS WITH THE ANCIENT HEBREWS 

Mr. Hitti has produced a very exhaustive volume, extending to 
nearly eight hundred pages—-the index alone covers sixty-one—attra 
tively illustrated (‘‘ History of the Arabs,” by Philip Kk. Hitt: 
Macmillan, 31s. 6d.). Yet despite the length of the hook and thu 
unattractiveness, to a layman, of the transliteration of the Arabic 
TMAITLIOS, the ordinary readet need not be dismayed, tor the work has 
attained the ideal laid down for those of its class. It is both instructive 
and interesting. After having read these seven hundred and five page: 
one mses with a feeling that ones knowledge of the past of the Arab 
peop'es, of the historical background of the Arabs of to day, has been 
very greatly extended, Yet the hours of reading that have been 
devoted to this end have not proved themselves a tiring task, for the 
interest aroused on the first page has been continued to the last.

THE NEW APPROACH TO JEWISH HISTORY 
VALUABLE AMERICAN CONTRIBUTIONS 


It very much looks as though this year is going to prove an ais 
nurabilis as far as Anglo-Jewish histoniography is concerned. \iore 
works of first-rate importance in English on Jewish history |ve 
already appeared this year than existed a generation ago. More \e". 
they mark a revulsion from the old stereotyped tradition, and fo) the 
lirst time are introducing the new spirit of historical inquiry int) the 
study of the age-long story of our people. 

Foremost among the works in question is Professor Salo Be n's 
Social and Religious History of the Jews” (Three Volumes Coli 
University Press, $11.50)—a study of the interrelation of social and 
religious forees as exemplified in the historical evolution of the Jews! 
people. It extends from the remotest Biblical period down to ou 
own day : it embodies a searching analysis of our present conditic:. und 
prospects: it lays the foundation for a new analysis of our eco! luc 
lustory through the ages. It contains, too, a remarkable series of 10's 
and excursuses, on a bewildering variety of topics, which enab': the 
reader to participate in the stored-up erudition of the author. {hs 
is not the place for a detailed review: but it may be affirmed «ate 
gorically that no Jewish library of any pretensions whatsoever can 
afford to dispense with this great work—certainly among the 100% 
inportant on a Jewish subject that have as yet appeared in the English 
tongue. 

The new approach is exemplified also in a work by a younset 
scholar, Herbert I, Bloom, “The Economie Activities of the Jews °! 
Amsterdam in the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Centuries ” (The 
Bayard Press, Williamsport, Pa.; $4.00). It is a remarkable mon 
ment of industry, based on a myriad printed and manuscript sources: 
and gives a picture of the subject hitherto unsurpassed in wealth of 
detail (there is even a section, comprising some new information, 0! the 
commercial relations of the Amsterdam Community with Eng!and¢): 
The indices—by no means a common phenomenon in a book of this 
sort—are particularly detailed and careful. In consequence, this work: 
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apart from its more obvious merits, will henceforth prove most useful 
for any account of the great Amsterdam magnates and families, so 
many of whom subsequently settled in England. Dr. Bloom’s con- 
clusions explode, once for all, Sombart’s extravagant theories as to the 
preponderant part played by the Marrano settlers in Holland in the 
development of modern capitalism. He shows conclusively that, while 
they participated 80 far as they were allowed in every facet of economic 
enterprise, they originated relatively little, and were permitted to con- 
trol nothing: while their fabulous wealth is, in fact, a fable. 

The economic approach has been carried back sixteen centuries 
earlier than this date in the new life of Rabbi Akiba by Professor Louis 
Finkelstein, Dean of the Jewish Theological Seminary of America 
(Akiba: Scholar, Saint, and Martyr: Covici-Friede, $4.00). Great 
learning is here infused with great originality. Applying modern 
methods to familiar scenes and facts of long ago, the author endeavours 
to demonstrate how the seemingly barren and pointless disputes 
hetween the Rabbis were actuated to a large extent by economic and 
social considerations, how the School of Hillel represent d a democratic 
reaction against the aristocratic views ol the School of Shama. how

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HAYM SALOMON OF PHILADELPHIA 
AND AN XVIIITH-CENTURY ENGLISH CHIEF RABBI 


In the year 1784 a certain Reb Ephraim of Lissa, Poland, died in 
London. He had been a partner in business with Reb Jacob Cohen in 
Philadelphia, and his heir Reb Jacob. son of Abraham of Lissa, applied 
to Chief Rabbi Schiff, of London, to aid him in obtaining his American 
legacy. Accordingly, Schiff addressed himself to the most prominent 
Jew in Philadelphia, Haym Salomon, known as “ the financier of the 
American Revolution,” who was a native of Lissa. Salomon at once 
took action and arranged with the Philadelphia partner of the deceased 
after a fnendly arbitration to pay over what was due to the herr. 
The very cordial reply of Salomon to the letter of the Chief Rabbi was 
written for him in Hebrew and Yiddish by a certain R. Joseph, son ot 
Wolt Carpeles of Prague, a scholar then resident in Amenca. The Lissa

Anti-Jewish riots, many of them of a pogrom character, took 
place in many centres and .claimed a number of Jewish lives and 
involved extensive destruction of property. Continuous riots took 
place at the Universities, which the Government seemed powerless 
'o suppress, despite a number of declarations ef its intention to do so. 

indeed, official pronouncements were in marked contrast to the 
‘vents to which they referred. Thus the Prenner, General Slawo)- 
‘kladkowski, told the Club of Jewish Deputies: “ The Government 
's absolutely determined to maintain the princip'e of equality of mghts 
‘or all citizens. The life of every citizen in Poland 1s sacred, irrespec- 
live of creed and nationality. The Government is determined to call 
to account anyone who is guilty of violence against the Jews, or who 
inakes it impossible for them to earry on with their work. ‘The Govern- 
ment regards the rousing of national passions and the incitement of one 
‘ection of the population against another as harmful to the State. It 
is ‘letermined to punish severely all anti-Semitic agitators.” . 

Again, following disgraceful anti-Jewish riots at Warsaw, Lemberg 
“nd Vilna Universities, the Premier declared; “Liberty which is 
allowed to degenerate into incitement becomes indistinguishable from 
‘amirchy, The anti-Jewish excesses were organised by people who are 
‘nentally undeveloped. Conscious of my duty to see that Polish 
“eademic life should be on a high level of development, I am 
determined to oppose all those who wish to make use of Polish 
academic life for instituting brawls.”

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How little such pronouncements could be regarded was shown by 
anti-Jewish riots at Bucharest and elsewhere: by the fact that 4,000 
Jews in Bukowina were deprived of Rumanian nationality in flagrant 
violation of treaty rights; by the dissolution in that Province ot 
the Jewish State Party; by the banning of the B'nai Binth Lodge im 
Czernowitz: and bv the toleration extended to the activities of the 
Cuzist Party. Another manitestation ol the hostile official attitude 
was a rail on Zionist headquarters and the confiscation of funds. 

Parhament was the scene ot Praaaris anti-Jewish trrades. On one occa- 
sion, when that veteran anti-Semite, Professor Cuza, was more than 
usually violent. a warm defence of the Jews was made by Chief Rabbi 
Dr. Niemirower, who concluded an eloquent speech with a passionate 
declaration of Jewish loyalty. He received many congratulations 
from more enlightened legislators. 

A favourable impression was made by a declaration at Kishineft by 
Field Marshal Avereseu, head of the People’s Party. in which: he 
deplored race frnetion. and averred that he recognised the mghts ot 
Jews as equal citizens. But this was dissipated when tt later became 
known that the Party had formed an alliance with the Cuzists to fight 
the elections in the autumn. It was satisfactory, however, that in 
the municipal elections in the capital, the anti-Semites received a 
rebuftl.

A New Racing Car 
Capt. Eyston to Attempt Land Speed Record 
The Tourist Trophy at Donnington Park 


Capt, Eevston has America iti order to 
for his effort to achieve a new world’s land speed record above the 
301 m.p.h. record of Sir Malcolm Campbell. The car designed for this 
purpose will follow him later. It is an entirely new mae hine., having 
six wheels, two pairs in front, two twelve-cylinder Rolls Royce engines 
stated to develop nearly 6,000 brake horse power, mounted behind the 
driver in order to concenrate the weight over the rear end of the car to 
resist wheel adhesion and lessen the chance of wheelspin 

Behind the engines: is a train of spur Wheels or gears, which join 
them to a large centrally-mounted gearbox, and behind that again ti 
the gearbox mounted on the trame. Some ot the Continental Grand 
Prix racing cars have previously adopted tlis type of transinission 
whieh has proved thoroughly satistactory. se that Evystons racing 
mechine in this regard is no experunent. Slrort transverse springs 
to the wheels ure positioned by wishbones, wiving i parallel 
which racing has already proved provide better contact between tyr 
and track than the conventional axle used on former record-making 
curs 

A similar suspension is adopted for the tour wheels, Gach 
one being sprung independently, though all four wheels are inter: 
‘oonnected to the steering mechamsm. The brakes are mounted, both 
on the tront and rear, on the Sp prart of the cat and driven (at the 
front end) by shafts trom the rear tron wheels. This svstetn reduces 
unsprung weight, and the heat developed by braking is not transmitted 
to the tyres,

in 2tmins. 15 secs. Subsequently he was elected jumor captam of the Grafton 
He later added another B.W.S.F. championship to his list by winning 
the two-and-three-quarter miles road race in 15 mins. 5 seca. His 
versutihty at that tune was amazing. He could run well at any distance 
trom 220 vards to six miles. In 1933 he won the Grafton 440 vards 
handicap (off 8 yards) in 52.5 sees., the fastest time in which the 
latkhiceap had ever been won. At Enfield, in the 220 yards open handicap, 
he won his heat and finished fourth in the final. At Ponders End he 
came second in the final, and at Chiswick he won the 220 vards handicap 
in 22 secs. His successes had evidently caught the eves of the selectors 
of Britis: Maccabi and he was chosen to represent Great Britain at the 
Jewish Olympiad at Prague. 

On the advice of Charles Payne, the Grafton coach, Beber concentrated 
on distances of 440 and 880 yards. At Mitcham open handicaps he was 
second in the 880 yards in 1 min. 53.6 secs., and at Brentwood he won 
the half-mile handicap in 1 min. 52.2 sees. He also won the Grafton 
100 yards handicap in 10.2 secs. Then came Beber’s greatest success.
